THE HANNIBAL-KUNG SHUN 
| *@HEONG CASE: 


Mr. Justice Wood delivered his ‘full 
judgment "yesterday in the case of 
The Kung Shun Cheong Firm e, Wad. 
Hannibal’ & Co. Both sides claimed 
damages for alleged breach of ‘contract, 
His Honour had given verbal judgment 
previously, but in response to a request 
by ME H. L. Dennys, solicitor for Mesars. 
W. A Hannibal & Co., he agreed to set 
ant his judgment in writing. et 

His. Honour said that the parties were 
suing cach other ‘for alleged breaches 
of contract for the sale of goods. The 
original contract between the parties was 
dated August ath and signed by both 
parties. Plaintiffs were the sellers and 
defendants the purchasers. According: to 
this contract delivery was to be given| 
within 60 days,” which period expired on |, 
October 4th. On September 17th the 
parties again conferred, and the sellers’ 
agent made a pencilled note in Chinese: 
on the portion of the contract which wos, 
held by tho purchasers, The note was as 


result .of that conference, the parties 
‘agreed to reseiiid the original contract 
and substituted for it a new contract. In 
this new ‘contract the sellers undertook 
to deliver the goods six days in advance 
of thé final day fixed in the original 
contract. ‘They further undertook ac- 
cording’ to the iiterpretation given to'the 
pencilled note, not only to deliver it that. 
day, but in time and ready for shipment. 
‘This note was not signed. 

On September osth the purchasers asked 
for delivery “of goods but the sellers said 
that they had‘ not arrived but would 
arrive before Octéber “4th. The pur- 
chasers then bought similar goods to 
fulfil a contract which they had made for 
re+ -sale. | “At 12, noom on the samé day, o 
ship arrived in Hongkong with the goods. 
The sellers informed the purchasers and 
the goods: were delivered at 3 p.m, ‘The 
goods were aniseed oil, which arrived: in 
kerosene tins. According,tothe contract it 
had to be transferred inté drums before 
delivery. The purchasers refused to 
accept the goods- The, sellers sued for 
damages because the purchasers failed to 
take the delivery, and the purchasers 
counter-claimed for damages for failure 
of delivery. on - 

Continuing,’ Mr. Justice Wood said that 
the ‘solicitor for plaintaffs, wanted to 
rely both on the original contract of 
August 5th and’ also: on the contract of 
September vith. He argued that’ it was 
merely ‘a variation. But he (His,Honour) 
found that it was the intention of both 
parties to rescind the first contract. He 
also found that the plaintiffy’ claim on 
the contract of September 17th’ failed. 
They failed to deliver the oi] in drums, 
ready for shipment on September 28th. 
It was necessary to have it delivered in’ 
drums, ‘otherwise it was , impossible to 
ship -it the same diy. “Plaintiffs bad 
therefore omitted to make due delivery.
